He Givesa Biack Eye to Several of Davis's Asser: 
tions—G-neral Lee’s Anxiety to Surrender 
to Avoid Uselees Bloodshed—The 
Ex-President all at Sve.

Pererssure, Va., June 21.—General Ma- 
hone lives in aquiet sireet in this little 
city devoted to cotton shipping, trade in 
and manufacture of tobscco. His house is 
built in the best style of modern architec-. 
ture and surrounded by a large yard 
decorated with a beautiful grass plot, 
through which run neatly graveled walks. 
Towering trees in front and around the 
home furnish grateful shade, and rare 
lowers bloom in pretty urns upon the broad 
porch and in the windows. In the rear andon 
either side is a great garden now filled with 
flowers and shrubbery and a great conserv- 
atory to keep the plants fresh and blooming 
in winter. The inside of the house is in 
perfect keeping with the inviting picture 
presented outside. It is finished in hard 
wood in most substantial and costly style, 
the monogram W. M. being over mos+ of 
the richly carved doors and mantel-pieces. 
A librgry filed with choice books opens to 
the right ofthe broad hell, and its great 
high walls are hung with pictures typical 
of southern plantation life, The spacious 
parlor to the left is @ wilderness of art and 
statuary tastefully arranged. Indeed, in 
the halls and everywhere there seemed to 
be no end to the artistic distribution of all 
things substantial and ornamental which

In a quiet room in the rear of the second 
story of the house I found the owner sitting 
before a table piled high with letters and

It was gener- 
ally known I think during the winter 
before the surrender that Mr Davis not 
only wanted to abandon Richmond but 
Virginia. His proposition was, I think, to 
retreat inthe direction of Danville and 
thence out of the state if pushed.” 

‘Why did he not so order?’ 

‘General Lee was opposed to it, as was 
very many other people. WhenI went 
to relieve General Pickett, who com- 
manded a division of purely Virginia 
troops, he told me that he had _ written to 
General Lee saying that if Virginia was 
abandoned he would not march 
his men over the stateline. He told me 
this when interrogating me as to what | 
would do if the movement was ordered. | 
replied that I should abide General Lee’s 
judgment and obey his orders. Governor 
Letcher also gave an indignant protest and 
gave Mr. Davis to understand that it would 
not do. The legislature and many promi- 
nent men did the same. I thought it was 
the most absurd proposition | ever heard, 
When a cause loses or abandons its seat of 
government it is hopeless. Its moral 
power is gone. Why, if we had cap- 
tured Washington, foreign powers would 
have instantly recognized us, so greai 
is the prestige of such a yictory. The 
ioss of a seat of government seems by com: 
mon consent to be evidence, «sire trigvadie 
defeat. Ali odr"POOtwe  Femen ve these 
facts, and so great was (h¢ opposition to Mr 
Davis's plan that it was of course abandoned 
and General Lee’s judgment stood.”’ 

‘Did General Lee or any other prominent 
man in the confederacy agree with Mr. 
Davis in his plan of retreating to the moun- 
tains and prolonging the war by arunning 
fight?” 

‘Not that I can recall. 1 know General 
Lee did not, and all appeared to recognize 
the fact that when Richmond fell the war 
would be ended ”’ 

“Mr. Davis says in his work that Lee 
rever contemplated surrender. He had 
long before, in language similar to that em- 
ployed by Washington during the revoln- 
tion, expressed to me the belief that in the 
mountains of Virginia he could carry on 
the war for twenty years. 

“The statement that General Lee never 
contemplated surrender is not true. He 
oot only though of surrender, but proposed 
it to Mr. Davis. I had a conference with 
General Lee in his tent at Appomattox 
immediately after the surrender. He 
said to me during that inter- 
view that some time during the winter he 
had urged upon Davis the desirability, if 
not necessity, of making terms with General 
Grant. He detailed to me some of the 
talk between him and Davis, who, he said, 
would not listen to making terms, but in- 
sisted that he must fight to the last. 
General Lee said that he explained 
to Davis the situation of the tw 
armies; that Grant’s forces, greatly supe~ 
rior to bis, was within nine miles of its 
base of supplies, and fully equipped with 
transportation and fresh cavalry and artil- 
lery horses; that even then it would be 
impossible in the crippled condition-of his 
transportation to retreat; that in the spring 
when Grant came down upon Lim surrender 
would be inevitable. His idea was that 
duty called him to make terms without 
further bloodshed. Mr. Davis refused and 
the result is in history. 

“This talk between General Lee and my- 
self, coming as it did immediately after the 
surrender, made a great impression on me. 
He seemed to feel so keenly Mr. Davis's 
refusal to make terms that I said: 

““*Why didn’t you call aconference of 
your officers when he refused?’ 

‘S*What could have been done?’ he asked. 

“They could and would have authorized 
you to use your own judgment, and they 
would have sustained your action, what- 
ever it might have been ’

‘Yes, General Lee wanted to end the war 
when he saw that further . fighting was a 
useless sacrifice of life. That it was not 
ended was not his fault, as bis statements 
to me in this memorable interview shows. 

“I told him that his officers would have 
sustained him, and so they would, for he 


had the confidence and the heart of not |! 


only the officers and men, but of the whole 
southern people to a greater degree than 
any man, anda thousand fold more than 
Davis, who was neithera popular nor a 
model president. His only gauge of a man 
was taken from West Point and he bad his 
pets, who were promoted about as often as 
they losta battle. I believe his book will 
show that he was even less of a military

THE APPLETON CHURCH HOM®, 


Sketch of a Noble Institution. 
The Appleton church home at Macon {s one of 
those institutions of charity founded by the lib 
erality «f one of those men who make wealth a 
blessing to the world. Of its usefulness there are 
few people who have any conception. 
Kecen ily at the close of a sermon in 8t. Luke’s 
eburch Bishop Beckwith gave the following in- 
teresting sxeteh of the home: ‘ 

One year ago the convention of the dlocese 
ordered thal a collection be taken in the churches 
for the benefit of the Appleton church home ou 
every Whitsunday. It will not, therefore, be out 
of place if | make a few statements as to the his- 
tory of thisinstitution. Boon after 1 came to 
Georgia my old friend, Mr. Wiliam H Appleten, 
-evior partner of the great publishing house ta 
New York, sympathising very deeply witn the 
sufferings of our people,and anxious Ww give 
some ex: restion t his kindly feeling for me, in- 
‘imated that he would like to do sométhiug 
whieh, while helping my work as bishop of the 
diocese, would at the same time aid those amoug 
us who were least able to belp themselves. After 
conrultation he agreed to build a church home 
for Littie girls, the orphaus of confederat> soldiers 
and othera. I was to secure the land, he wo give 
the building. This was some eleven years ago, 
I at once appealed to our people for morey 
enough to purchase the large pruperty now own- 
ed by the home, then in possession of one of the 
reliroads in Macon. Mr. Padelford, of Savannah, 
seut me his check for $2,000, and this, with the 
-ma!l eoutributions made by others, soon enabled 
me to buy the land and inform Mr, Appleton of 
our readiness to begin the work. His answer wes 
two checks for five thousand dollars each. 
Ground was broken at once, and the building, 
uuder the kind oversight of Mr. W. B. Johnston, 
of Macov, was soon under way. Foreseeing the 
ijMieulty of meeting the necessary expenses of 
such av institution withouta fixed income, I 
nvassed the diocese and received pledges from 

{ poople throughout the state of certalo sums, 
1 uel would enable the 
me two live whilel tried to raise an endow 
fen years ago the home was opened and 
Margaret’ was in possession, ready to 
r-ceive orphans. Itwas noeasy thing in those 
inye of fvancial depression in the south to raise 
even asmaliendowment, and so, after having 
obtained at home bonds and stocks, then valued 
at $1.500.l went to New York city, where,in a 
few days, generous friends gaye me some $>,000. 

for five years, owing to the annual amounts 
pledged us fortbat time, everything went on 
‘wimmiocgly; then, when thisincome ceased and 
we were Lnarowa back on our endowment, there 
came upon the home atime of struggle aod en- 
duranee which tried the faith and tested the 
strength of the faithiul ‘sisters who, without 
money and without price, were giving their lives 
1 this work, The institution is not permitted to 
make debts. The income was small and when 
that was disposed of we could only be still and 
wait. A few orphans came to us whose friends 
were able to give us from $50 to $100 per annum 
for their support.
